How Axes arc Made. 



The manufacture of axes in Pitts- 
burg is in amount about, double lhal 
of any other city in the (Juited 
and about equal to the combined pro- 
ductions of all other places. The 
greater part of the trade is reached 
through Baltimore, St. Loins, Ohioago 
and New Orleans us distributing 
points. Competing manufai 
loci led in Boston, Oollinsville. X. II. ; 
Lewislon, l'a„. and in Michigan. The 
bundles are made chiefly in Ohio and 
Indiana. Only a comparatively small 
number are sold with the axes, as pur- 
chasers at retail most frequently prefer 
lo seleel a bundle lo suii, their tastes. 
The demand for axes wiih handles 
already adjusted is said to be constant- 
ly increasing. In the manufacture of 

axes the material passes through twelve 
different operations before it is ready 

for labelling and boxing. At first it 
is a rectangular piece of iron, about 

three-fourths of on inch thick, three 
and one half inches wide and about six 
1 long. The bit is of steel, and 
111 some instances is inserted in a slit 
made in the iron, and in othei 
drawn over the edge of the iron. 
There is u growing demand for axes 
made entirely of steel. The in. 

oortanl part or the process of manu- 
facture is the tempering. The grind- 
ing and polishing is the' most laborious 
part of the process. It is here that 
the rough, irregularly shaped Bern 
blanee ol' an axe is ground and p 
ed until it is us a mirror. It is said 
that the work will prove fatal v 
live years to any man who pursues it 
steadily. The air is tilled with imper- 
ceptible dust from stones, and many 
<>r ihe workmen tie small spongi 
furalcd wiih water over their nos- 
trils.

The honor of the invention of sign- 
language, which enables the deaf to 
hear and the dumb to speak, is given 
lo a French priest, the Abbe de 
I'Epee. Two others indeed Heinicke. 
a German, and Pereira, a Spanish dew, 
devised a similar method but tbev 
held theirs for a price and wished to 
be paid roundly for what they did, 
while the French priest found a suf- 
ficient reward in the relief he gave to 
an unfortunate class. How he came to 
hit upon the invention, is thus told in 
the Nineteenth Century. Having ac 
casion to visit a certain widow, the 
Abbo de I'Epee found her on his ar- 
rival, absent from home, and only two 
young girls, ber daughters, sitting in 
the room and sewing. Tho two girls 
received the Abbo respectfully, but in 
total silence. To all questions he ad 
dressed'to them they made no answer. 
Upon the arrival of the mother the 
good priest expressed bis surprise 
at this extraordinary behavior of 
her daughters. "Ah." sadly an- 
swered the woman. " It is not their 
fault ; they were both born deaf and 
dumb.'' The Abbe, tilled with pity. 
asked if then were no means of helping 
ftiem, and the mother told him that a 
priest, the Father Vanin (who, with 
tho Abbo de Champs, lmd made SOOM 
efforts on behalf of the deaf and 
dumb) bad for some time instructed 
them, but, since his doath there was 
no one else to do it. This was the 
inducement, which caused the Abbe 
de I'Epee to begin his first institution 
for deaf mutes at Paris, in 1700, where 
he continued to work indefatigably 
until his death, which took place in 
170G. His memory is still, and will 
ever be held in veneration, and in Pa- 
ris an annual dinner is given to tho 
deaf and dumb of that city en the an- 
niversary of his birth.

Lambert's home iH but a quarter of 
mite off. 

Sunday morning, I was to go fur 
the* on to Monteeito, a distance of 
some there or four miles, as I said be- 
fore, there dwell several mutes. 

My friend, Norman Lambert volun- 
: to go with me and help share 
in the pleasure of talking. 

All the mutes here are well sit 

and seem to be perfectly satisfied with 

the country. 

They have beautiful places with 
orange and lemon orchards. One or 
two of these I visited, and was shown 
all over their place, and here I find 
their lemons and oranges as delicious 
as any 1 ever I nee my sixteen 

years residence in California. 

My visit there was but a day, yet 
a very brief day, and the time passed 
on so swiftly, I failed to call upon 
some other mutes of whom I bad 
heard of but never se<
